A new schedule of telephone rates af- 
fecting certain classes of local service 
in approximately one hundred ex- 
changes in Pennsylvania and making 
several changes in long distance rates, 
a.is hied with the Public Service Com- 
mission Tuesday by the Hell Telephone 
i uinpanv of Pennsylvania, to become 
elVective May 1. 

No change vv i '. I be made ill the local 
telephone rates for Xarbi. ith under the 
new schedule. 

Business rates in general in Philadel- 
phia on. I Pittsburgh will be increased 
by the new schedule, as will some resi- 
lience party line rates in Philadelphia. 
The new rate- provide a charge of 

"(.on t'm : w installation of a busi 

ne-s telephone instead of -73. ."ill. as ut 
present. Tlie rate for a now installer 
tiou of a resilience telephone will not 
he changed, nor will that for "left in" 
stations, where a telephone left by one 
subscriber is taken over 'by another 
moving in. 

The rates for private branch ex 
change ciji.i pmeiit , piivate lines, etc.. 
are affected by the new schedule. It 
also provides that only one directory 
listing per subscriber sluill be free, 
and that additional listings shall be 
charged for at the rate of 2."ic per 
month. 

Charge for Delayed Payment 
Where telephone service has been 
denied for non-payment of bills, there 
will be a restoral of service charge of 
$1.00 under the new schedule, a meas- 
ure which telephone officials believe 
will decrease the cost of collections. 

A change is also made in the rate 
schedule for long distance messages 
that will add five cents to station-to- 
statijni day rate calls over distances of

UP FROM THE "STOVE 
COMMITTEE ' ' 



In the old days when communities 
were small it was very easy to get the 
news. The "stove committee" met 
each evening in the village store. The 
chief men gathered there eind sat 
round the pot-bellied wood burner and 
the sawdust box and smokiM.l and 
chewed tobacco. They gossiped, talked 
politics, argued on religion, compared 
experiences, heard the news and car- 
ried it home. The "stove committee" 
of the village store has been a very 
fundamental institution in the de- 
velopment of American social and civic 
life. 

But as each community has grown 
large there has always come a time 
when all the thinking men of the town 
could no longer meet together around 
:i stove. There were too many of 
them. Some new method of expression 
had begun to be vitally needed to tell 
the news and what men thought about 
it- and they seized upon the art of 
printing. So it has been in town after 
town over the world — first, a "stove 
commit tee. then a newspaper. And 
the press in every case has sprung 
from the community because the com- 
munity needed a vehicle for expres- 
si on .
